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By  letter  of  March  17,  1958,  the  San  Francisco  Office 
has  requested  Bureau  authority  to  conduct  a  survey  relative  to  the 
installation  of  a  misur  in  the  premises  at  Washington  Street  , 

San  Francisco,  California,  in  which  the/Lanza  Brothers  Olive  Oil  _ 

Company  is  located.  ' '  '*  '  7\ - v  — 

James  Joseph  Lanza  was  registered  at  a  hotel  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Apalachin  meeting  on  November  13,  1957,  and  shared  rooms  with  be 
three  individuals  who  were  known  participants  of  this  meeting  which 
occurred  on  November  l4,  1957»  Accordingly,  it  is  believed  that  he 
is  one  of  the  individuals  who  attended  the  meeting  but  whose  presence 
there  escaped  the  detection  of  the  New  York  State  Police.  The 
San  Francisco  Office  has  selected  Lanza  as  the  individual  whose  acti¬ 
vities  will  receive  concentrated  investigative  attention  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Top  Hoodlum  Program,  and  the  investigation  to  date  > 
has  indicated  no  current  criminal  activities  on  Lanza's  part. 

There  is  a  good  possibility  that  Lanza  will  eventually  sjC 
prove  to  be  a  valuable  source  of  information  concerning  the  Apalachin,-  ■ 
meeting  since  he  will  be  most  anxious  to  avoid  the  possibility  of 
any  publicity  concerning  his  presence  in  the  area  at  the  time  the 
meeting  was  held.  It  is  noted,  however,  that  the  San  Francisco  Office 
has  not  established  at  this  time,  to  the  Bureau's  knowledge,  through 
surveillances  or  other  techniques  whether  Lanza  does,  in  fact,  meet 
with  hoodlum  associates  at  above-described  premises.

Dun  and  Bradstreet  report  on  Lanza  Brothers  reviewed  March  7, 1958,  is 
dated  Jufy- 141952. Dun  and  Bradstreet  has  no  subsequent  information.  This 
report  lists  Lanza  Brothers  as  a  partnership  between  ANTHONY  N. 

LANZA  and  JAMES  LANZA.  The  partnership  was  engaged  at  that  time  as 
olive  oil  brokers  and  in  wine  business.  The  report  states  that  the 
business  was  established  in  1931  with  the  senior  partner's  experience 
^  dating  from  1929.  The  report  states  that  the  style  of  Lanza  Brothers 
is  used  in  the  sale  of  olive  oil.  It  further  states  that  the  Lanza 
^Brothers  siaceeded  their  father  in  this  business  in  November,  1933. 

The  report  indicated  that  the  father  had  established  the  business 
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some  20  years  or  more  previous  to  that  time  and  had  resided  in  San 
Francisco  since  1902.  The  report  stated  that  the  Lanza  Brothers  have 
spent  their  entire  career  in  San  Francisco.  The  report  further 
states  that  the  olive  oil  business  was  taken  on  as  a  sideline  to 
a  wholesale  wine  business  started  in  1913.  The  report  further  stated 
that  the  wine  business  was  subsequently  dropped.  The  report  also 
stated  that  ANTHONY  N,  IANZA  has  an  insurance  and  real  estate 
brokers  license.  At  the  time  of  interview  by  a  Dun  and  Bradstreet 
reporter  on  July  14,  1952,  ANTHONY  IANZA  advised  that  most  revenue 
was  being  derived  from  the  real  estate  '  and  insurance  line  and  that 
olive  oil  brokerage  grossed  only  about  $1,000  monthly  and  would 
eventually  be  stopped. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Dun  and  Bradstreet  report  contains 
background  information  which  does  not  agree  with  that  set  forth  above 
as  obtained  from  court  records.  It  is  further  noted  that  the  Lanza 
Brothers  refuse  to  furnish  any  information  to  the  Dun  and  Bradstreet 
reporters  relative  to  their  financial  condition. 

The  records  of  the  Retail  Credit  Association,  San  Francisco, 
reviewed  on  February  21,  1958,  reflect  that  on  April,  1946,  Subject 
advised  that  he  had  had  a  wine  and  olive  oil  business  for  15  years. 

The  report  also  reflects  that  in  1942,  the  Lanza  Brothers  were 
partners  in  the  Lucca  Olive  Oil  Company  at  Lindsay,  California,  but 
by  1946  they  reportedly  had  disposed  of  this  interest.  The  files 
contained  information  which  had  been  received  from  the  Credit  Bureau 
of  Visalia,  California,  in  1943.  The  information  received  from  Visalia 
was  to  the  effect  that  in  May,  1942,  a  notice  of  sale  had  been  recorded. 
This  notice  stated  that  "the  Lucca  Olive  Oil  (lor, many  +,n  sp.T)  to  A. 

Bennati  Company  of  Tulare  County,  JAMES  IANZA,  _ _  and 

ANTHONY  N.  LANZA  of  555  Washington  Street  all  personal  properly, 
fixtures,  equipment,  trademarks,  brands,  good  will,  water  rights, 
trade  name  of  Lucca  Olive  OilCompany  except  olive  oil  and  accounts 
of  said  company,  a  corporation, principal  place  of  business  being 
City  of  Lindsay."  The  sale  was  to  be  made  June  5,  1942. 

SFT-21,  who  has  furnished  reliable  information  in  the  past, 
informed  on  February  21,  1958,  that  Subject1  s  residence  had  unlisted 
phone  number,  DI  3-0618  (San  Mateo  exchange).  SF  T-21  further 
informed  that  calls  were  made  between  this  phone  and  Reading, 
Pennsylvania  telephone  number  FR  5-9900  on  September  14,  September  22 
(from  JAMES  LANZA  collect  to  the  Diamond  number)  and  October  21,  1957.

Company,  Boyertown,  Pennsylvania,  VINCENT  has  been  secretary- 
treasurer  and  general  manager  for  not  quite  a  year,  the  plant 
employing  80  people,  VINCENT  claimed  to  have  worked  previously  for 
the  Sure  Fit  Products  Company,  Bethlehem,  Pennsylvania!  however, 
no  record  of  any  such  employment  could  be  located. 

He  was  born  September  25,  1916  and  is  a  native  of  Brooklyn, 

New  York.  He  is  a  son  of  MR.  and  MRS,  CARMELO  NASO  and  is  married* 
to  the  former  CARRIE  A.  T0DAR0,  daughter  of  SALVATORE  T0DAR0.  Marriage 
was  consummated  at  Easton,  Pennsylvania  on  June  18,  1938.  She  was 
born  September  2,  1917,'  and  is  a  high  school  graduate. 

VINCENT  and  family  resided  at  309  EastWilkes  Barre  Street, 
Easton,  for  eight  years  (prior  1950).  Prior  thereto  they  lived  with 
her  parents  at  4 6  North  9th  Street  in  Easton. 

VINCENT  was  formerly  a  partner  in  the  Northampton  Pants 
Company  at  Easton,  From  April  18,  1945,  until  March  17,  1946,  he 
was  in  the  Navy,  He  received  an  honorable  discharge  on  points.  Prior 
to  service  he  claimed  employment  with  Sure  fit  about  a  year.  Previously, 
off  and  on  for  10-14  years,  he  worked  for  Northampton  Pants  Company 
as  a  foreman.  It  was  indicated  in  September,  1946,  VINCENT  and 
three  partners  borrowed  $5,000  from  the  Northampton  National  Bank, 
Easton,  Pennsylvania,  to  purchase  the  Northampton  Pants  Coup  any.

NASO  and  a  sister  to  VINCENT  J,  NASO,  Both  STEPHEN  and  VINCENT  were 
in  Osan  pants  manufacturing  concern  together  with  a  brother  of 
CARRIE  NASO,  wife  of  VINCENT.  Since  death  of  STEPHEN  NASO,  VINCENT 
NASO  has  bought  out  his  sister  EMILY1  s  interest,  and  EMILY  has 
moved  to  Tucson,  Arizona,  to  reside  with  a  daughter.

R0£E  IANZA  is  employed  in  the  hosiery  department 

at  the  White  House  (department  store) in  San  Francisco t  Calif ornia, according  to 

information  received  from  Inspector!  San  Eaicdsco  &Lke  Department.

SCOZZARI,  Los  Angeles  top  hoodlum;  and  that  FRANK  DESIMONE,  listed 
above,  is  FRANK  DESIMONE,  Los  Angeles  top  hoodlum,  BUFALINO, 

CIVELID,  SCOZZARI  and  DESIMONE  are  known  to  have  attended  the 
meeting  of  hoodlums  at  Apalachin,  New  Yorkcn  November  14,  1957.  New 
York  further  advised  that  inasmuch  as  there  had  been  reports  that 
there  may  have  been  hoodlums  at  this  meeting  at  Apalachin  who 
escaped  detection  by  the  New  York  State  Police  raid,  the  San 
Francisco  Office  should  atterapt  to  identify  CERRITO  and  LANZA.

He  attended 
convention  at  Endicott,  New  York  in  November,  1956,  which  was 
also  attended  by  top  underworld  characters  from  major  United  States 
cities.  He  attended  the  Apalachin  meeting  of  hoodlums  on  November 
14,  1957.  Los  Angeles  advised  that  his  home  phone  number  is  TO  2- 
3106,  Downey,  California.  A  check  of  tolls  from  this  phone  reflected 
a  call  on  August  28,  1957  to  San  Mateo  Diamond  3-0618. 

San  Mateo  phone  number  Diamond  3-0618  is  the  unlisted 
telephone  number  of  Subject  at  his  home  at  213  Anita  Road,  Burlingame, 
California,  as  previously  reported. 

Communication  from  Los  Angeles  dated  January  9,  1958,  advised 
that  telephone  tolls  checked  from  DESIMONE*  s  home  during  the  period 
January  1,  1957  through  July  9,  1957,  reflected  a  call  to  telephone 
number  DO  2-2252  in  San  Francisco.  It  is  noted  that  this  telephone 
number  is  listed  to  Lanza  Brothers,  559  Washington  Street.  It  is 
noted  that  Subject  is  a  partner  with  his  brother  in  the  operation  of 
Lanza  Brothers  and  they  have  no  known  employees. 

It  is  possible  that  FRANK  DESIMONE  is  a  relative  of

| _ ladvised  that  Subject  was  a  close  associate  of  all 

of  the  suspects  in  that  case.  It  is  noted  that  SEBASTIANO  NANI,  MIKE 
ABA II,  FRANK  SCAPPATURA,  TONY  LIMA  and  LEONARD  CALAMIA  were  suspects. 

The  indictment  was  dismissed  during  the  trial  of  NANI,  ABATI  and  CALAMIA. 
Chief  •  I  advised  that  Subject1 s  name  continually  "popped 

up"  during  the  investigation  but  no  evidence  was  developed  involving  him. 
Chief  I  Ifurther  advised  that  TONY  LANZA « s  name  also  came  to  light 

during  the  investigation  of  the  DE  JOHN  murder  but  not  as  frequently 
as  that  of  JAMES  LANZA.  He  stated  that  it  was  very  difficult  to 
get  any  information  at  all  relative  to  the  Lanaa  Brothers  during 
that  ‘investigation.  However,  he  stated  that  JAMES  LANZA  did  appear 
to  be  more  aggressive  and  be  more  outspoken  .  .  of  the  two  brothers.

(now  Boggio’s  Cafe),  324  Drum  Street,  San  Francisco,  California; 
the  Poodle  Dog  (now  Alouette  Restaurant),  1112  Polk  Street,  San 
Francisco,  and  LaRocca’s  Corner,  957  Columbus  Avenue,  San  Francisco. 

He  advised  also  that  prior  to  and  during  the  investigation  of  the 
NICK  DE  JOHN  murder  case,  several  of  the  individuals  connected  with 
the  murder  case  were  connected  with  Sunland  Sales  Cheese  and  Olive 
Oil  Company,  San  Francisco.  This  company  ceased  operations  shortly 
after  the  murde:  c£  DE  JOHN.

It  was  also  known  to  exist  between  Subject  and  FRANK  SCAPPATURA, 
until  his  death  in  1952.  I  belated  that  FRANK  SCAPPATURA  died 

of  a  heart  attack  in  his  car  in  San  Francisco  in  1952.  In  the  car 
with  him  at  the  tine  was  MIKE  ABATI  and  Subject.  I  Irelated 

that  at  that  time  he  with  other  police  officers  took  Subject  and 
MIKE  ABATI  to  the  Homicide  Detail  Office  of  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department  and  thoroughly  questioned  them.  He  stated  that  Subject 
did  not  have  anything  on  his  person  which  was  illegal,  contraband  or 
of  a  suspicious  nature.

He  stated  that  he  heard 
that  NANI  told  the  salesman  that  $250  of  his  commission  went  to  IANZA, 
as  IANZA  was  a  real  estate  dealer.  The  salesman  objected  but  rather 
than  have  any  difficulty  with  the  element  conceded  to  the  demand 
reportedly.

Each  five-gallon  tin  was  encased  in  a  cardboard 
carton*  sealed  at  each  end  with  paper  sealing  tape.  A  metal  band 
is  around  the  carton  and  is  visible  in  the  top  view  and  one  side 
view  negatives  of  each  carton. 

The  negatives  with  the  designation  "oil”  followed 
by  single  number  is  the  view  of  the  top  of  the  tin.  The 
negatives  with  designation  "oil  1-1”  is  a  side  view  of  tin.

6.  Estimate  composition  of  foreign  object,  such  as  metal* 
plastic*  rubber*  etc. 

7.  Whether  foreign  object  is  hollow*  solid*  or  filled. 

8.  If  filled*  estimate  contents*  such  as  metalic*  fluid* 
powder  (could  it  be  filled  with  gold*  silver*  diamonds* 
jev/els*  narcotics*  other  valuable  and  scarce  items  or 
contraband) . 

9.  Examine  negatives  of  cartons  #2*  3,  4  and  7  to 
determine  if  any  foreign  substance  can  be  detected 

inside  these  tins. 
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10.  Furnish  any  other  observation  which  might  assist  in 
determining  what  the  foreign  substance  might  be.
